Our sol- 
diers are in our armies from motives of 
principle and patriotism—not for the 
morey they receive—the clothing they 
wear er the food they eat.

out ostentation, return to civil life when | 
the country longer requires their ser- 
vices and, speaking in genera) terms, so- | 
ciety will scarcely know when they do | 
it. Within ninety days they will be 
found engaged in their former vocations, 
just as though they had never stood on 
the field of battle amid the crash of mus- 
ketry and roar of artillery. An evi- 
dence of the correctness of our opinion 
on a small scale has been given in this 
District doring the present month.
